Bat  who  established 
t^gilaw?  And  is  it  a  just  one?  Let 
ua  go  back  to  the  beginning.  We  find 
that  the  origin  of  demand  is  human  ne¬ 
cessity.  We  find,  also,  that  tbs  Creator 
hs*  given  man,  for  his  inhe  ntance,  tbe 
earth  a*  tbe  aottroe.  tbe  only  source  from 
whence  his  bead*  (food,  raiment  and 
skelter)  can  be  obtained.  But  rince 
leaves  of -bread  do  not  grow  upon  trees, 
jpirU  upon  bushes,  nor  bouses  spring 
up  apontaneoady,  human  labor  most  be 
egpepded  upon  the  raw  materials  of  tbe 
earth  bpfoie  either  Uio  neoeseitios  or  lux 
aha*  of  life  can  be  obtained.  Henoe  it 
fpUows  that  whoever  owns  or  controls 
tba  land;  controls  the  people  living  up 
cyi  it,  and  their  means  of  subsistence. 

P  one  man  owns  a  million  of  prodnotive 
acre*,  h#  enjoy*  a  monopoly  of  whet  » 
produced  upon  that  land.  In  a  survey 
of  voriows  countries,  we  find  that  this 
monopoly  of  (he  teni,  its  ownership  by  tbe 
tew, — tbe  disinheritance  of  tbe  many,  is 
th*  source  ffom  whence  arises  all  the 
hou^t*  between  Labor  end  Capital.

The  volcano  keeps  regularly  at 
work,  occasionally  sending  up
